HE government's decision to ban all gatherings in 
which one or more Afticans are present in less of 
an insult to the African people and more of a 
Nazi attack on the right of the citizen to be master of his 
house.

ROM very many sides come indications that the 
IF moment of collapse for apartheid approaches, On 
the international plane Verwoerd knows that the 
entire civilised world, barring a few countries, is now 
against him, So much is this the ease that even Canada 
and the United States no longer find themselves able to 
take up a neutral position on South Africa's race problem, 
Internally, yawning chasms have developed between the 
English and the Altikaner and between the non-Euro- 
pean and the Whites. An atmosphere of uncertainty has 
descended upon the country which could very well bode 
ill for all concerned. 

‘Those who were weak: yesterday know now that they 
are strong. And in the face of thé stupid arrogance of 
the advocates of apartheid and the selfishness of the 
majority of the White people, it is hardly surprising that 
some non-\Whites have begun to think of producing their 
own form of race consciousness to 
wards the goal of freedom. But this development will 
not do anybody any good, As Mr. Tom Mboya pointed 
out once, violence will hinder progress towards liberty. 
Anything that moves events towards a fOrceful collisfon 
is thus 10 be avoided almost at any cost.

VERY democrat regrets the fact that the differ

The leaders of the African National Congress pub- 
lily accept the doctrine of multi-racialism. Their Afri- 
canist critics charge that the acceptance of race as a 
factor of political significance means that when South 
Alrica is free the privileged sections will be placed in 
positions of uafair advantage over the less privileged! 
that tht} process of racial ganging-up against the'less pr 
vileyed will give the Affican the form of liberty and pol- 
tical power and withhold theit substance from him. That, 
they say, will start the racial Fight all over again, in a‘new 
form and on a diferent plane. They argue, with some 
show of justification, that they are in no mood to be 
wandering in the politico-racial wilderness indefinitely. 























Unbiassed 

To any unbiassed observer the difference of opinion 
here is a genuine and fundamental one. The Africanists, 
in spite of their highly emotional and rather woolly stjle 
of expressing themselves; basically see the problem from 
the perspective of a non-racial democracy as opposedl to 
f State in which race will continue to be of political and, 
possibly, economic significance. 

In these circumstances what is nteded is a type of 
statesmanship which has not been forthcoming from eit 
of the warring sides: A type which will treat both view- 
points as legitimate at the moment but which 
doing this, seek to discover areas of agreement in the 
standpoints of the two organisations and seek to use these 
to bases for 9 broader regrouping of forces again 
aparthe

learn to respect the viewpoint of the Africaniats and the 
latter, for their part, will have to desist from reacting 

cly to everything that the ANG-does. Both or- 
ions will have to learn to treat each other as 
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equals. And when that is done, it will’ be possible to 
discover a formula, acceptable to both as equals, which 
could enable them to co, operate in a massive onslaught 
against apartheid.

‘Against this background it will be seen that the 
period of bitter recrimination, now that the Afticanists 
have been forced to hive off in protest against mult 
racialism,‘comes to and end The ANC will be free to 
consolidate its own organisational strength while the 
Africanists will have plenty of time fo build themselves 
into a new force in the land unhampered by the Congress 
Movement, We are entering anew era in African pol 
tics when the African is already providing that quality of, 
leadership which presents the real issues at stake in the 
clearest possible terms before South Africa. From this 
perspective the split, while regrettable from the aarrowly 
tactical angle, could very well turn out to be a political 
blessing in disguise.

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Sabra Showdown In Durban 


HE conference of the South African Bureau of 
T Racial Affairs which meets in Durban at the end 

of the month could very well mark an important 
turning-point in the, relations between Black and 
White. 

It assembles at a time when apartheid is being chal- 
lenged with the geeatest determination to date. This 
challenge takes on the form of the demand for 2 policy 
which will have a similar meaning on both sides of the 
colour line, Dr. Verwoerd has made it clear beyond all 
shadow of doubt that he wants to have nothing to do 
with such a policy; that what he works for is the domin- 
ance of his own peoples that is, of those who think as he 
does, 

“The moral implications of his attitude he is obviously 
quite prepared ca ignore in favour of the demands of 
expediency. 

Sabra, on the other hand, claims to be making = 
ic study of the problems of race adjustment. It is 
not a claim which we are inclined to take very seriously, 
for our part. Sabra, by barring its doors to non-Whites, 
implies that it has a monopoly to the truth. This projects 
it as the Neademic wing of the Nationalist Party, as use~ 
less for purposes of discovering a feasible solution to the 
race problem as the Nationalist Party is. 








‘There are, however, possibilities that some men in 
Sabra might be realising that the way the Nationalists 
‘are fooling themselves into believing that they can bluff 
their way to success, is a sure invitation to disaster. In 
other words, within Sabra itself there are those whose 
thinking has been so poisoned by race hatred that they 
want to give a new lease of life to apartheid as well as 
those who are seriously challenging the moral validity 
of apartheid’s use of race as a qualification for pri 
vilege.

r- would be tragic if the anxiety felt by the Indian 





‘community as a result of the great changes going on 

all over Africa were to lead to hasty and ill-advised 
action which would widen the fissions between the Asians 
and the Africans. 

According to reports from Nyasaland some Indians 
in that unhappy land are giving serious consideration to 
to the idea of throwing in their lot with the White people. 
‘The immediate and inevitable reaction of the Africans 
hhas been to regard them as the enemies of African 
freedom. 

‘The position of the Indian in South Africa, vis-a-vis 
the African, is not entirely dissimilar to what 
in Nyasaland. As a result, now that the African in the 
Union is starting to work up pressures designed to biing 
apartheid crashing to the ground, the Indian has begun 
to examine very seriously his own relations with the 
African. 

One school of thought seems to cling to the idea that 
salvation for the Indian lies in hanging on to the coat 
tails of the ruling White man, This view seems to find 
acceptance among sections of the merchant and, it might 
be said professional classes.

The other is of opinion that the Indian should joia 
forces with the African and work together to extend the 
area of libe-ty in the life of the nation, ‘There are two 
sections within this school.

“This approach has two very grave weaknesses. In 
the first place it ereates a top-level unity. The leaders 
meet and seem to understand each other and postibly 
cultivate loyalties which a similar meaning on both sides 
of the racial line. But this relationship is never diffused 
among the masses of the African people. The ordinary 
African is left to believe that the Indian conspires in 
secret against his security. 

Secondly, too close a co-ordination of activities at 
the top has had the unfortunate effect of isolating the 
leaders of the ANC from the bulk of the African people 
and in that way weakened the ANC as a representative 
mouthpicce of the African community. One only has to 
recall the failure of the pre-slection strike and to bear in 
mind the present, serious split in the ANC to realise how 
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the queer interpreta 
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catastrophic the policy of confining unity to the top has 
been. 5 


New Interpretation 


‘The other school takes the line that what is required 
isan interpretation of South African citizenship whic 
will be the samme among all sections of the nation, Where 
this was the case; people would be bound together by 
loyalties they embraced as individuals and notas members 
of groups. 

‘There follows frm this approach the fact that what 
is needed is a revolution in the Indian community's whole 
attitude to the African. The Indian, as an individual. 
has to learn to accept and treat the African as an equal 
on the plane of personal relations. This, we know, is an 
extremely difficult choice to make in a caste society. 
Some Indians have tried to run away frém it by offering 
money in the form of bursaries, etc., for the Africa 
Genuine endeavours to help the cause of education inthe 
most backward section of the nation is most welcome, 
But peopie must ot go away with the idea that African 
goodwill is the sort of thing which money can buy. It 
could very well produce the opposite effects,, where 
there was not a visible change on the plane of personal 
relations. 

As Pandit Nehru has said, it‘is in the South African 
Indian's own interest that he should identify himself with 
the African, It is not enough for the Indian to boast of 
an ancient civilisation, which he interprets, in his rela-

tions with his fellowmen, as though it were a barren en- 
tity devoid of content for the African, He must not keep 
aloof from the main stream of development in Africa He 
must find a place for himself in that stream, even if it be 
on terms Inid down largely by the majority, If he does 
that, he need have no fears for his future.

HAT are generaily the problems which the Africans 
consider foremost and which they are determined to 
solve without delay at any cost? 


These are generally re- 
fected in the resolutions of 
the Accra Conference and 
they are all political in 
nature, ‘They reflect deep- 
‘seated opposition to Colon- 
ialism and racial discrimina- 
tion frst and need for social 
and economic progress 
second. 


Racial Problem 
The racial problem does 
not exist in West Africa, 
but it exists in South, Cen- 
tal and East Africa in a 
varying degree as one 
moves from the South 
where it is apartheid in all 
walks of life, to Central 
Affica where it takes the 
shape of partnership, junior 
for Africans and major for 
Europeans, to East Alrica 
where it is on its way to 
disappearance in five or ten 
years time completely. 
‘The racial problem is not 
warely racial in Central and 
Ext Affica, I is mixed 
with economic and social 
motives and also cultural 
differences and outlook of 
the races inhabiting these 
areas, There is competition 
in social and economic fields 
between the Africans and 
other racial groups who re- 
gard themselves as perman- 




















ently established. Next 10 
political freedom and inde- 
pendence the African wishes 
to have the resources of his 
country developed in order 
to enable him to achieve 
the European standards of 
life. 

In the social and econo- 
mic fields the European and 
the Asian have mare sym- 














pathy for the African as 
rations, In fact the Gov- 
ernment policies aim at the 
same results but achieved 
through slow and steady in- 
dustrial growth and ereation 
of economic system in which 
the African can be absorbed 
as he gets the requisite 
equipment. 

Whatever may be the 
policy and intention in 
South Africa and whatever 
may be the interpretation 
of partnership in Central 
Africa, there is no doubt 





that in East Africa it is only 
the inability and edueation- 
al incapacity of the Africans 
which impede his progress 
‘or makes it slow in the eco- 
nomic, social and political 
fields. 
Real Problem 

‘The real problem in East 
Africa is one of trust and 
confidence in the ukimate 
objective for the African as 
stated and affirmed by the

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Justice Prevails 


JHE quashing of the indictment against the 61 per- 
sons against whom allegations of treason had been 
made is a long overdue act of justice. That it has 

come at last is something which should bring joy to every 
trie democrat, But this, important as it is, is not the 
aspect from which the real significance of the collapse of 
the treason trial case might be seen. 

‘The case was initially transformed by the govern- 
ment into a political deménstration against the op- 
ponents of apartheid. The defence accepted the challenge 
and handled the case as a political one. Its collapse is 
thus a political defeat for apartheid and a political victory 
for the anti-apartheid side. 

In a democratic society the government would have 
to resign after such a slap in the face and procure a new 
mandate from the people. But then South Africa is no 
longer a democracy—not even for people with a White 
skin, It is a bushveld dictatorship in which the baasmen, 
as a famous French monarch would have said, are them- 
selves the State. 

‘Against this background, the quashing of the indict 
ment has one very important lesson for the anti-apartheid 
side: it has shown that the Nationalist Party and govern- 
ment are capable of being soundly defeated wherever 
there is determined and united opposition to their 
desigal’ 

The people of Alexandra Township were the first.to 
demonstrate the vulnerability of the Nationalists, Then, 
it was the case of a United community prepared to make 
supreme sacrifices in fighting race oppression on a given 
plane. 

The treason trial was tightly seen by thousands of 
democrats both in this country and overseas as a barbar- 
ous attack on liberty. Men sunk their differences, rallied 
tothe banner of the Treason Trial Defence Fund and 
sacrificed freely thelr time and money tb enabie the sts. 
jiects to have the best possible form of defence, 

The fruits of these sacrifices we see now in the fact 
that the men of apartheid have made fools of themselves 
in their own courts of law. The judges, who were es: 
pecially appointed to try the case made it clear hy their 
attitude that the men hauled before them had bean 
brought out on charges which were so vague the arrests 
were almost indistinguishable-from persecution, 

Having seen that concerted and determined effort 
alone can break the back of apartheid, the democrats 
should waste little time in preparing to launch new offen-

The foreign diplomats, if the report is correct, 
could not do more than politely acknowledge receipt of 
the communication, The truth is that only a madman 
would plan a rising, now whether or not the government 
hhad imported the Saracens.

At the moment Durban is living under the scare of 
the tribal fight going on at Imfume where homes have 
been burnt and at least eight people murdered. Just the 





other day Mr. de Wet Nel told the country that more, 


than three dozen Chiefs had been deposed, 

‘The significance of the facts lies in the way they ex- 
pose what is going on in the mind of the tribal man when 
he comes face to face with apartheid. We have been told 
by government spokesmen that the tribesmen like apart- 
heid; that they realise that it will bring them salvation. 
It is curious that they should express their happiness in 
murders of theit neighbours and of representatives of 
that very government which, we are told, is so popular 
among them. More curious in this milieu of harmony, 
however, is the fact that the government is so happy 
about the way the tribesmen are accepting apartheid it 
has had to depose more than three dozen Chiefs in ten 
years. 

“To the realistic observer, who is not blinded by the 
halt-igSorance which sees men from the perspective of 
race, these fucts mean that Bantustan apartheid has 
brought South Africa to the fringes of what Verwoerd 
calls the "bloodbath" era.

HERE really ig no valid: reason why the riots 

did, For along time the officials of the Munici- 
pal Native Affairs Department knew that fecling were 
running high at Cato Manor. A group of African and 
Evropean women had investigated the position fully and 
in a memorandum presented to the city authorities, had 
made recommendations some of which can be said to have 
been cesponsible for the narrowing down of the area of 
violence. 

Prior to this there had been demonstrations against 
municipal policy at Cato Manor, Some of these'reccived 
Press publicity, others did not. When the municipality 
resumed the demolitions and the Police destroyed some 
of the distilleries, trouble had developed to the point 
where it required these actions to ignite the conflagration 
under discussion, Thus to say that the destruction of 
the distilleries is behind the riots is to twist facts to. suit 
those who are largely to blame for the demonstrations. 
Everybody in authority was forewarned that trouble was

But in recent years there have been developments

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Ethiopia And Russia 


HEN he was in Russia recently, the Emperor 
W of Ethiopia is said to have invited the Premier 

of the Soviet Union to visit Addis Ababa to- 
gether with the Soviet President. Mr. Khruschev is said 
to have promised to visit Africa. 

Both the invitation and the acceptance arc of the 
greatest significance for the continent, By asking the 
Russian Premier to come to Africa, the Ethiopian ruler 
vas announcing to the world that he and his people pro- 
pose to be masters'of their country; that they intend to 
befriend whom they will and be enemies with whom they 
dislike, 

This desire to assert the dignity of the African per- 
sonality was remarkably noticeable at the Accra meeting 
of the All-African Peoples’ Conference last December. 
The African peoples and their leaders made it plain that 
they did not wish to be anybody's stoowes; that they did 
not wish to be pawns in the ideological war and that they 
wanted to play their own distinctive role in international 
affairs 

Ethiopia is an integral part of Africa. ‘The problems 
that agitate the minds of the Africans concern Ethiopia 
very deeply. Her official representatives at Accra drove 
point home at every stage, To translate her concern 
into deeds she has set aside large sums of money to give 
aa very large number of scholarships to students from the 
rest of the continent. 

Race oppression is somethiug to which Ethinpia is 
extremely sensitive not only because most Africans are 
oppressed feat but because she herself has 
known how itis t0 live under forcign rule, As Aftica 
rises in cevolt against White domination, it is inevitable 
that Exhiopia will want to feel that she has played a de- 

sive role

HE Christian Churches in Ghana ate said to have # 
combined in protest against French attempts to 


explode an atom bomb in the Sahara desert, This 
pression of responsible and important opinion is some- 
thing which should be taken serious note of because it 
shows which way thought is developing on the continent 
and might complicate the relations between the West 
and Africa, 

‘The case of the Churches, like that of the organisa 
tions and people who have protested against the explo- 
sions, is that atom-tests in the desert would give rise t0 
radiations which are known to be harmful to the health 
of human beings. 














Leaving aside the political implications of the tests 
implications in which the Churches need not necessarily 
be interested—the use of the Sahara, surrounded as it is 
by millions of men and women for whom the health 
services provided leave much to be desired, could very 
well be a subtle form of genocide.- The Churches in 
Ghana have risen to protest against the immorality of 
what could very well turn out to be the murder of inno- 
cent people for no reason other than that they are not 
strong cnough to ensure that France respects their 
wishes. 

Mo ¢ significant, however, is the fact that in spite of 
firm opposition from the Africon government's surround- 
ing the Sahara, France still seems determined to explode 
hor bombs on African territory. She does not mind if 
non-White lives are destroyed in the slow and painful 
way produced by the radiations. This is unforgivable 
Provocation. If White people were involved) it is fair to, 
say that the French would think twice about going to the 
Sabara desert. 








We have no desire to go into the polities of the atom 
bomb tests. We are concerned primarily with what is 

fctly the humanitarian aspect of the whole affair. Bear- 
ing this in mind, we feel it would be proper ta say that 
the Christian Churches in Southern Africa would do the 
eause of race conciliation on the continent a let of good 
if they, too, raised their voice against the explosions. 


Its often the case that in matters of vital importance 
for the African in particular, the Churches do not raise 
their voices as effectively as they should. In our own 
South Africa the Christian Churches still battle with race 
hhatred right within their own ranks, ‘The Alrican Chris- 
tian is still regarded by most Churches as the inferior of 
the White man. Where this is the case, the Churches 
cannot effectively oppose that race oppression in which 
they seem to have an interest.

China and the clashes with the Iatter“on India’s 
Himalayan borders have a twofold significance for the 
peoples of Africa in particular apd for the Free World in 
general. 

“They show in the clearest manner possible that 
fan extremely dangerous business to hiobnob or be 
the communists at this stage of world history. For'a long, 
time now Pandit Nehru has been foremost in the Free 
World in pressing for the admission into the United 
Nations of communist China. Towards the latter his 
policy has almost congistently been that of conciliation, 
His conduct during the early phases of the tragic rape 
of Tibet was very often indistinguishable {rom showing 
the Chinese the green light, Even alter storms of protest 
against this, both in Parliament and in the Indian Press, 
he seemed unwilling to speak in clear tones of condem- 
nation of Chinese aggression. When at last he did, the 
Chinese had made 2 mess of the freedom of the Tibetans. 

Against this hackground, it would have been expect- 
ed that communist China would have treated him, if not 
with respect, then with at least some show of considera. 
tion, Instead, open aggression is the reward-India gets, 
for he. friendly attitude, 

The second lesson is equally important. 
collapse of Western imperialism a nes y_ is rising 
and costs its shadow over the world, ‘The Soviet Union 
and China are determined to impose their way of life on 
the rest of the human sce and in their bid to do this 
they seem in mood to know no ruth and, even, no decency. 
To attempt to see too much virtue in them—as Mr 
Nehru has at times tried to do—tends to assume the 
character of dangerous incitement, And once the com- 
munists are sure that their opponents are weak, they

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N.LC. And Indian Franchise 


AKING its cue from a suggestion made recently 

Natal Indian Congress formally requested the 
United Municipal Association to consider proposals for 
the restoration of the municipal franchise to Indians in 
Natal, This franchise, as is well known, was. withdrawn 
from Natai Indians in 1924 by what were essentially the 
political predecessors of the United Party of Mr. Douglas 
Mitchell. ‘The withdrawal was not done directly, but 
obliquely; the formula being that these who did not enjoy 
the parliamentary franchise should not have the right to 
vote in local authority electi ‘ 

‘The details however are not today of much importance. 
What matters is the fact that,2 whole generation has 
grown up since this taking away of voting rights. A 
generation which, for all intents and purposes, has never 
had this right, 

Now the granting of civic rights to non-Europeans is 
one of the burning issues of the moment. And it the 
very absence of these rights and all that goes with such

S we write, the White voters of South Africa 
A over the age of 18 years, including spoiled 

brats, ducktails and their sheilas, queue at 
the polling booths to elect White councillors for the 
Union's four provincial assemblies. In the preceding 
election campaign the clectors were, with a few notable 
exceptions, dosed essentially with the mixture as before, 
While Nationalist candidates re-emphasised that only 
they knew how i deal adequately with the Black Man, 
those of the United Party, following the disgraceful lead 
given by Mr. Douglas Mitchell, harped on the black 
shenace. Apart from coastal Natal where ‘the Stander 
affaic’ and the C.N.E. threat received some attention, the 
issues put before the electorate wore essentially concern- 
ing those of colour politics, 


In Natal, the two Progressive candidates espoused 
policies and put forward ideas, which though too in- 
adequate, too tentative and much too timid as far as the 
non-White is concerned, nevertheless represent a radical 
advance within the white political field, We hope these 
Progressives are returned. But basically, the political 
Aivisiun still will be between the United Party and the 
Nationalists. 

Of these two groups, the Nationalists would appear to 
Have a greater awareness of the growing moral power 
of nascent Africa, “The force of African nationalism 
will travel southwards of the Limpopo,” the Prime 
Minister, Dr. Hy Verwoerd told a predominantly Afri- 
kaner audience, Other senior Ministers have publicly 
admitted that unless Africans have political rights, there 
will be serious trouble. Their ttouble however is that, 
while recognising that they cannot hold the non-white 
masses in permanent subjugation, they delude themselves 
in fanciful ideas o! bantustans satisfying the urge for 
freedom. ‘The White Man might well have succeeded in 
keeping a part of South Africa exclusively for bimself, 
in which non-whites would be pariahs—-if the Bantustans 
had been ereated two hundred years ago, In the 20th 
tentury, however, as Dr. Verwoerd must admit when he 
is alone, his plan is just 2 pipe-dream. 


But if the Nationalists are ruthless fanatics, the 
United Party puts forward policies which are patently 
dishonestly conceived, “White leadership with justice’ 
is its claim, yet Sir de Villices Graaff while in Natal gives 
“a categorical no" to the question whether the United 
Party controlled Provincial Council would approve .of 
municipal votes to Indians in Natal,
